A JOINT RESOLUTION
PROPOSING AN AMENDMENT TO ARTICLE 12, SECTION 6 OF THE
CONSTITUTION OF NEW MEXICO TO PROVIDE FOR A CABINET-LEVEL STATE

EDUCATION DEPARTMENT UNDER THE CONTROL OF THE GOVERNOR.

BE 1T RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF NEW MEXICO:
Section 1. It i1s proposed to amend Article 12, Section 6

of the constitution of New Mexico to read:

“A. [There—is—hereby—<created—a——state—department—oF

vocational—educational—poliey—and] The "state education

department"” is created as a cabinet department of the executive

branch and shall have control, management and direction,
including financial direction, distribution of school funds and

financial accounting, for all public schools pursuant to
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authority and powers provided by law. The [beard] governor

E=] B. Upon adoption of this amendment, all
functions relating to the distribution of school funds and
financial accounting for the public schools shall be
transferred to the state education department [efpublic
edueatton] to be performed as provided by law."

The amendment proposed by this resolution
shall be submitted to the people for their approval or
rejection at the next general election or at any special
election prior to that date that may be called for that

purpose.
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
